The  first  major  extension  in  the  district  since  the 
formation  of  the  Water  Board  in  i960  has  been  carried  out 
at  Orl e ton  where  mains  have  been  laid  throughout  the  village. 
Considerable  delay  is  being  experienced  however ^in  obtaining 
the  Board's  consent  to  connect  to  the  main,  and  no  connections 
were  made  by  the  end  of  the  year.

Periodical  sampling  of  these  various  supplies  is 
carried  out  and  the  water  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Unsatisfactory  reports  have  been  received 
in  respect  of  samples  from  the  Board*s  supply  to  the 
Lucton  Council  Houses.  This  supply  is  from  a  land  spring 
and  during  the  year  became  contaminated.  Steps  were  taken 
by  the  Water  Board  to  chlorinate  the  supply  but  these 
have  not  yet  proved  satisfactory,  and  the  tenants  have  been 
advised  to  boil  all  water  which  is  to  be  used  for  drinking 
or  culinary  purposes. 

Other  Water  Supplies 

In  many  parts  of  the  district,  including  Bircher, 

Stoke  Prior,  Burrington  and  Elton,  a  number  of  houses  are 
without  individual  water  supply.  In  other  parts  without 
main  supplies,  water  is  mainly  from  shallow  wells  and  springs 
and  is  often  not  of  a  satisfactory  quality.  As  well  as  the 
direct  and  obvious  drawbacks  of  insufficient  supplies  of 
water,  improvement  of  the  standard  of  housing  in  the  affected 
areas  is  retarded. 

Certain  groups  of  houses,  large  and  small,  are  at 
present  supplied  with  piped  water  from  private  sources. 

In  many  of  these  cases  the  amount,  quality  a.t  source,  and 
pressure  of  water  is  good,  but  due  to  the  lack  of  proper 
control  and  knowledge,  the  water  becomes  polluted  before 
reaching  the  consumer.  In  cases  where  pollution  has  been 
discovered  or  advice  has  been  sought,  steps  have  been  taken 
to  trace  and  remove  the  contamination,  and  until  the  water 
has  been  certified  as  wholesome,  warnings  have  been  given 
that  the  water  should  be  boiled. 

With  the  aid  of  grants  from  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  Fisheries  aid  Food,  many  farmers  are  having  bores 
sunk  to  supply  water.  Whilst  in  the  case  of  isolated  premises 
this  may  be  their  only  supply  for  the  future,  in  many  cases 
mains  water  will  ultimately  be  brought  to  the  area,  aid  one 
feels  that  the  money  might  have  been  of  greater  use  if  it 
would  have  been  put  towards  the  provision  of  a  public  supply.

Sewage  Disposal  Works  on  Council  house  estates  have 
received  frequent  inspection.  These  plants  are  working 
satisfactorily.  The  contents  of  the  settling  tanks  and 
humus  tanks  are  removed  at  regular  intervals. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  (Continued) 

In  the  remainder  of  the  district  sewage  disposal  at 
individual  premises  whero  facilities  exist,  is  mainly  by 
private  septic  tank,  and  in  other  cases  pail  closets  and 
some  privvies  are  in  use.  There  are,  however,  far  too 
many  houses  where  the  sink  drainage  discharges  into  the 
nearest  ditch,  often  the  highway  ditch.  The  answer  to  this 
does  not  lie  in  piping  the  ditch,  as  this  only  removes  the 
offensive  matter  to  another  place,  but  in  requiring  the 
owners  to  provide  adequate  drainage  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936 ,  even  though  this  may  mean  the  provision  of  a 
sealed  cesspool  which  will  require  regular  emptying. 


REFUSE  COLLECT ION 


A  curbside  collection  of  refuse,  operated  by  the 
Council,  is  carried  out  twice  monthly  in  the  built  up  areas 
of  the  larger  parishes,  and  once  monthly  in  the  remainder  of 
the  district.  This  frequency  gives  rise  to  difficulties, 
both  in  the  built  up  areas  when  a  third  week  occurs  between 
collections,  and  in  the  other  areas,  particularly  if  for  some 
reason  e.g.  weather  conditions,  or  the  householder  forgetting 
to  put  the  bin  out,  a  collection  is  missed. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping,  the  main  tip  bein 
at  Shobdon  and  others  at  Leintwardine ,  Brimfield  and  Risbury. 

Trouble  has  been  experienced  with  the  unauthorised 
dumping  of  old  cars  and  body  parts  on  these  tips,  and  a  look 
at  the  district  in  general  shows  that  we  are  not  alone  in 
suffering  this  blight. 

The  low  price  of  scrap  metal  makes  it  uneconomical  to 
prepare  a  car  for  scrap,  which  involves  removing  all  non- 
metalic  parts.  Certain  people,  therefore,  are  ever  ready 
to  find  any  easy  way  of  parting  with  their  worn  out  vehicles 
regardless  of  all  other  considerations.

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  i960 

There  are  12  permanent  and  temporary  residential  sites 
in  the  district  licenced  for  a  total  of  23  caravans.  During 
the  year  six  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  these  sites. 
In  one  case  the  site  is  licenced  pending  the  erection  of  a 
dwelling. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  8  sites,  catering 
for  73  vans,  approved  for  holiday  purposes.  Four  of  these 
were  licenced  during  the  year. 
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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  i960  (Continued) 

An  appeal  against  the  Local  Planning  Authority’s 
refusal  to  allow  a  holiday  caravan  site  at  Shobdon  was 
successful,  and  work  started  in  establishing  this  site 
for  45  caravans  on  land  previously  occupied  by  R.A.F.  huts. 

One  refusal  was  issued  in  respect  of  an  application 
relating  to  a  site  which  failed  to  obtain  planning  permission. 

From  time  to  time  complaints  are  received  regarding 
caravans  occupied  by  gypsies  being  parked  in  certain  areas. 
Many  of  these  people  are  employed  by  local  farmers  during 
the  various  seasons,  and  try  to  find  winter  quarters  in 
the  area.  The  services  of  these  people  arc  in  demand  by 
certain  members  of  the  community  and  there  is  a  need  to 
cater  for  the  siting  of  their  vans  during  the  winter  months. 

Camping  Sites 

Camping  ho li lays  are  becoming  much  more  popular  with 
the  advent  of  the  continental  type  of  tent,  but  so  far  camping 
has  not  presented  any  problem  in  the  district.
